Washington, Dec. 26. — President 
Roosevelt will not be the arbitrator 
of the VeneiHielaa oontroveray. The 
iWbole veutious subject will be re- 
ferred for adjudication to The Hague 
tribunal. Epitomized, this was the 
altuatlon as It had resolved itself into 
«t the conclusion of the oabinet neetp 
tag. The meeting WM not so long as 
Ahe s^slons of the cabinet usually 
are. All the members except Secre- 
tary Root were present. The Veae- 
soelan question was the principal and 
VFatitlcally the only topic of general 
concern under consideration. Secre- 
tary Hay presented the net results ot 
his cable correspondence with the 
goremmenti at Lottdott, Berlta, Rome 
ijSd Cgracaa. 

In accordance with the suggestion 
made several days n;- ■ i v President 
Roosevelt, through Secretary Hay, 
President Castro of Venezuela was re- 
ported to have agreed to submit, the 
differences between his goremment 
and the Ehiropean powers to the arbi- 
tration of the tribunal at The Hague. 
The Boropean powers not only con- 
sented to submit the controversy to 
arbitration, but while they had ez 
pressed a prefiTcnco for an arbltrar 
tlon to be conducted by President 
Roosevelt, they bad assented to his 
■ogg^tion that the matter be referred 
to The Hague. 

The prpsentation of the case mfit 
the hearty approval of the members 
of the cabinet. No fear is expressed 
by the administration that the B^on- 
roe doctrine will reenlt in an embar- 
rassing situation for the United 
States. Secretary Hay is preparing a 
note to the pow« i s in which the grat- 
ification of this government is ex- 
pressed for the coarse agreOd upon 
by them in settlement of the pending 
diUlculties. 

No Intimation Is given of the co- 
ditions which may have been Imposed 
by the European powers or by Presi- 
dent Castro precedent to the arbitra- 
tion. It is known that Great Britain 
was willing to submit the subject to 
the arbitration of President Roosevelt 
1>raotloallr without conditions, but 
the suggestion is made that one, iuid 
perhaps two, of the other powers In- 
voived propoBod some conditions 
which might have proved embarrass- 
ing to the president had he undertak- 
en the responsibility of determining 
the Question. 

It is understood that Borae money 
must be posted, but it is known that 
the amount of cash to be required of 
Venezuela before arbitration is not 
nearly so large as has been stated. It 
is not possible to learn either whether 
the allies Insist upon apologies from 
Catro, and, while it is assumed that 
th^ blockade will be speedily raised, 
no arrangements to that end has yet 
been ma.de. The energies of the ne- 
gotiators are now being devoted to 
the framing of what will be known aa 
a condition protocol, and it is hoped 
that, while this class of document 
does not undertake to closely define 
issues to be presented, it will still 
contain a provision for the ramoTal 
of the blockade. 

Substance of the Notes. 

Berlin, Deo. 26.— A semi-official 
note fays: As in the case of the Ital- 
ian note, the British and German 
notes on Venezuela presented Dec. 23, 
declare that if President Roosevelt 
does not accept the post of arbitrator, 
the powers would be prepared, sub- 
jaet to eartala reserratioBs. to sub- 
giU the m atter to The Hagu e tribunal. 

IMInere Did Net Work. 

Wllkesbarre, Pa., Dec. Not 
5,000 tons of anthracite coal was min- 
ed In this entire region Christmas 
day. Not moro thaa Sl,000 tons were 
mined Friday, and It will take until 
Monday for ih4 normal to be manned 
again. This is because the miners 
observed Christmas, deepite the prom- 
Ites and thmts of the operators. 
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By FalUag Walls DurinK the Prog- 
rMs Of a Brooklyn Blaze. 
New York, Dec. 26. — In a fire which 
ihot through five factories in the 
river front district of Brooklyn, at an 
early hour, three firemen were killed, 
three were badly Injured and more 
IhaB' 1400,000 damage was done. The 
list ot dead: Michael O'Toole. flre- 
naa 'of engine company No. 66, on 
Water tower; Thomas Jeffries, fire- 
roan water tower No. 6, crushed out 
of recognition; Battalion Chief, Thom- 
as Coppinger of Twenty-third battal- 
ion, ekuU fractured, arm and leg 
broken. 

Beginning among the inflammable 
matter In the cooperage plant of Ar- 
buckle Brothers at Plymouth and 
Bridge streets, within a half hour the 
flames were shooting from all the 
buildings. The cooperage plant of 
Ar>)urkle brothers was an old-fash- 
ioned 5-8tory brick building. It was 
filled with material for making bar- 
rels and loose odds and ends of lufls< 
ber. The killed and injured firemen 
were buried beneath a falling wall. 
Fireman Thomas McCarthy is prob- 
ably Iktally hurt. 

Foreign Hide Market Cleaned Out. 
Vienna, Dec. 26.— The Austrian 
manufacturers have decided to ad- 
vance the price of shoes 10 per cent, 
owing to the hlghei- coat of leather. 
They claim this step is due to exten- 
sive purchases of hides in the Euro- 
peaa marketa ' by Americans, who 
have practically cleaned out the con- 
tinental stocks. The Austrians also 
profess to see increased danger to the 
European shoe industry from Ameri- 
ca, owing to the United States govern- 
ment refunding 99 per cent of the 
tariff on the raw material when man- 
ufactured and exported. They com- 
plain that this procedure is greatly 
facilitated by Secretary Shaw's order 
admitting proof of idenUty by simple 
declaration Instead of by alBdavlt. 

Requeet Refused. 

Washington, -Dec. 26. — United 
States Consul General Turner reports 

to the state department from Ottawa, 
that the British board of agriculture 
haa refused to relax the New Domin- 
ioa c<ftoms regulation preventing 
the Canadian Pa'cillc railroad from 
carrying cattle through to St. John, 
because its line lies for a short dis- 
tance in the state of Maine. The re- 
quest was made in the interest of 
cheaper and more efficient transporta- 
tion of Canadian cattle to the Dritish 
market. Vessels bountl from Port- 
land and Boston to British ports are 
prevented from carrying cattle to St 
Joha and Halifax. 



Sing Sing Emulates Ohio. 
New York, pec. ^6.— A variety per- 
formance was glTon fn Sing Sing pris- 
on Christmas day. The prisoners ap- 
peared to enjoy the show and indicat- 
ed their approval by vigorous applaud- 
ing. As usual extra rations wer^ ad- 
.ded to the usual bill of fare in cele- 
bration o^ the day and the prisoners 
were not required to work, 'ine 
vaudeville entertainment, which was 
held in the prison chapel, was given 
by New York professionals. The pro- 
gram included black face singing and 
dancing, clay modeling, eccentric 
Irish comedians and burlosaoo hoMrs. 

Ketl of the Cup Yacht 

New York, Dec. 2C. — Ijitest advices 
from Bristol, R. I., where the new 
keel sloop is being built to try Issues 
with the Constitution and ColuttVia 
for the defense of the .\merlcas cup, 
show that extra care is being taken 
in the plating of the lead l<eel. Tobln 
bronze plates have been snugly fitted 
to the lead and secured to it by hun- 
dreds of screws. The edges of the 
plates fit BO snugly that they form an 
absolutely smooth surface, it is said. 
The work is regarded the best ever 
seen on the keel of a cup yadit 

Justice Temple. 
San Francisco, Dec. 26. — Associate 
Justice Jaekson Temple of the su- 
preme court of California is dead in 
this city. He was horn in Massachu- 
setts, Aug. 11, 1827. In 1852 he came 
to California. Besides serving with 
distinction as Judge of the district 
and superior courts, he was three 
times elected to the supreme beaeh. 
Justice Temple had a beautiful home 
at Santa Rosa, where his widow and 
children now reside. 

Boxing Day in England. 
London, Dec. 26. — "Boxing day" 
was observed in the customary man- 
ner throughout the United Kingdom. 
In spite of the raw, threatening weath- 
er, the open places around the metrop- 
olis are well patronized. Many of the 
suburban and provincial theaters be- 
gan the performances of their Christ- 
mas pantimlmes. "Buffalo Bill's" wild 
west show opened hefe and was ac- 
corded an enthusiastic reception.

West and South In the Throes of the 
Blizzard, Very Liow Temper-

Cleveland, Deo. 26. — Snow has been 
falling for over 48 hours throughout 
the lower lake region. A high Qorth- 
west gale has caused the snow to 
drift badly In places along the railway 
lines running into this city, with the 
result that much trouble is experi- 
enced in maintaining schedule time. 
Along the Lake Shore ruad in the 
vicinity of Laporte, Ind., a foot of 
snow Is reported to have failon on 
the level, while huge drifts are con- 
stantly piling up on the tracks. The 
Big Four, Erie, Nickel Plate and Bal- 
timore and Ohio lines all report more 
or loss delay to train service as a re- 
salt of the storm. On the urban and 
Interurban electric roads snow plows 
are being run at short intervals In Of* 
der to keep cars moving. 

Cold In the South. 

Louisville, Dec. 20.— The coldest 
weather of the winter is reported 
from many plac^ south of the Ohio 
river. The temperatures reported to 
the weather bureau range from 6 de- 
gree above at Evansvllle, Ind., to 44 
at Galveston and 48 at Corpus Chris- 
tie, Texas. Some of the temperatures 
reported are: Louisville 9, which is 
21 degrees below normal; AsheviUe, 
N. C, 12; Nashville, 13; Chattanooga, 
16; Memphis, is; Little Rock. 22; 
Mrmlagham. 19. 

Eight Below. 
Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 26.— The coldest 
weather for the winter is experienced 
in Linotdn. The thermometer regis- 
tered 8 below. Over the state, and es- 
pecially in the central portion. It was 
not so cold by two or three degrees. 
There is no wind and the oold is mod- 
erating. 

Coldest of the Season. 
St. Paul, Deo. 26.— With the mer- 
cury at 19 below, the Twin Cities are 

experiencing the coldest weather of 
the present winter. Similar reports 
are received from all over the north- 
west, but. slightly warmer la prom- 
ised. 



Dropped to Zero. 
Kansas City, Dec. 26.— The tempera- 
tare dropped to sero. making this the 
coldest day of the season. A raw. bli> 
Ing wind prevails. 

Quite Cool. 

Sioux City, la.. Dec. 26.— This sec- 
tion is in the grip of a very cold wave.

Goes to Another Road. 
Denver, Dec. 26. — J. M. Herbert, 
who has resigned as manager of the 
Denver and Rio Grande, will become, 

on Jan. 1, vice president and general 
manager of the Colorado and South- 
ern railroad and vice president of the 
Fort Worth and Denver. He will be 
in charge of the operation of the en- 
tire syvtem from Denver to Fort 
Worth, and will make bis beadquart- 
ors la Denver. This announcement 
was anthorised by Frank Trumbull, 
president of the Oolorado and South- 
em and Fort Worth. 

Quiet en the Isthmus. 

Washington, Dec. 26.— Commander 
Culver, commanding the gunboat Ban- 
croft, telegraphed the navy depart- 
ment a few days ago from Colon that 
affairs were quiet on the Isthmus and 
that there was no necessity for the 
presence of the American warship in 
that vicinity. In view of this report, 
Commander Culver was authorized to 
proceed with the Bancroft to Kings, 
ton, Jamaica, and thence to San Juan;' 
Porto Rico, which is the regular sta- 
tion of the Bancroft. The ' essel left 
Colon OS the 24th. 



Railway Election. 
New York, Dec. 26.— R. R. Cable, 
for many years chairman ot the Rook 
Island board of directors, has resign- 
ed that position and been elected 
chairman of the executive committee. 
D. G. Reld has been elected chairman 
of the board of directors. Mr. Cable 
has long desired to lighten hJs work, 
and the change was made at his re- 
queat He la now 70 years old.

OABLE TO HAWAII' 

Honolulu Prartioully In < o iimuntca* 
tlon Wllb ^uii KraiivtBco. 
San Francisco, Dec. 26.— The fol- 
lowing telegram has been received 
from the eable ship Silvertown: 
"About to buoy the cable off the Isl- 
and of Oahu, In about 450 fathoms of 
water. Up to this time 2,236 nautical 
miles of cable have been laid out." 
The shore end of the cable, which is 
of a more heavier type than the sea 
cable, will be spliced to the sea cable 
soon off Diamond Head, which is to 
be the landing place of the San Fran- 
cisco-Honolulu cable. Until the splice 
Is oompleted. no further word will be 
received from the cable ship. It may 
take a day or two to complete the 
work. The despatch with which the 
work is finished and Honolulu placed 
in cable eommnnieatlon with San 
Francisco and the rest of the world 
depends largely upon the weather 
conditions. 

OOLL IESIES IDLE. 

Illaers^ Cnstom to Celebrate Christ* 

mas and the Day Succeedlaf. 
Philadelphia, Dec. 26.— A report 
from tho mining region is to the ef- 
fect that 20 Philadelphia and Reading 
eoUterfes ahd two wksherieo are Idle 
because of the failure of the men to 
return to work after the Christmas 
holiday and 10 collieries and four 
washeries are working short handed. 
Five collieries are also cloned down 
because of high water. It Is the min- 
ers' custom to take Christmas and 
the day succeeding for a brief celebra- 
tion, but the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Coal and Iron ooiapaay had hoped 
that the men would return to work 
because of the ooal shortage. 

Missing Man Found Dead. 

Silver Cliff. Colo., Dec. 26.— Joseph 
Harlton, an old prospector, missing 
for the past three weeks, has been 
found dead within 300 yards of his 
cabin near Use. The body was frosen 
stiff and gnawed and eaten by the 
coyotes and magpies beyond recogni- 
tion and wa.s identifled only by his 
clothing. Harlton was a Confederate 
soldier, and It is said he was at one 
time mayor of Atlanta. It is suppos- 
ed that he perished in a storm in an 
attempt to seek shelter and food. 

Barbarous Lynching. 

Pittsburg, Kan., Dec. 26. — Montgom- 
ery (loilfrey, oolorod, was lyncheil by 
a mob here. The lynchers charged 
that Godfrey had deliberately mur- 
dered Policeman Milton Hinkle at a 
negro dance. The negro suspect was 
dragged from jail and hanped from a 
telegraph pole. The rope brolie and 
one of the mob severed the negro's 
Jugular with a clasp knife. The ex- 
piring victim then was hoisted a sec- 
ond time. 



Brace of Accidents. 

Columbus, O., Dec. 26. — Charles 

Andrlcks, a labor(>r, s\iffered the loss 
of both lower limbs under tho wheels 
of a Fourth street motor car, and is 
now at the Protestant hospital. Aus- 
tin Tiemey, 19, a railroader, was prob- 
ably fatally injured in attemptlnj; to 
couple a locomotive to freight cars. 
He was caught between the bumpers 
and his stomach and bowels were 
crushed. He la now at Mt Carmel 
hospital. 

Stores Deetroyed by PIre. 

Bellaire, O., Dec. 26.— A 820,^00 fire 

threatened for a while to destroy a 
whole business block of the town, and 
the following stores were completely 
burned up: William Dorer, Jewelry; 
Harry Shaefer, confMtioaery, Wil- 
liam Hell, grocery and meat market; 
William Baker, photograph gallery. 
The buildings are partly Insured. 

.Steamer icebound. 

Toledo, O., Dec. 26. — The tug Amer- 
ican Eagle, acting as an ice breaker, 
has failed to get to the steamer A. L. 
Hopkiai, lumber laden, which is 
ashore and ice bound off this pori in 
Lake Brie. The crew of the Hopkins, 
14 in number, la thought to be safe. 
Another effort will be made to get the 
Hopkins off and into the harbor. 

Count Tolstoi's Request. 
St. Petersburg, Dec. -'(J. — Count Tol- 
stoi has sent a personal appeal to the 
press asking the papers, in view of 
his advanced age and illness, not to 
publish any further reports of his con- 
dition aa they cause bim pain. 

Suit Against Morgan Dismissed. 

New York, Dec. 26.— The suit 
against J. P. Morgan, brought by Har- 
ry Nevelson, for the alleged failure 
of the financier to provide heat in an 
apartment leased by Nerelson, has 
been settled out of court. Mr. Mor- 
gan's agents promised that there 
would be an ample supply of ooal in 
the apartment house.

Train Derailad. 

Edison, O., Dec. 26. — The eastbound 
Cincinnati and Eastern express on 
the Big Four was derailed at the 
crossing of the Toledo and Ohio Gen* 
tral road here while running at a 
high rate of speed. The accident re- 
sulted from a misunderstanding of 
signals, the passenger train going oS 
the track at a derailing switch. One 
of the two englner attached to the 
train were totally wrecked. Engineer 
Stump and Brakemen Reed and 
LamPkin all received sliKht injuries. 
No passengers were hurt. 

Morgan's Servants Remembered. 

New York, Dec. 26. — J. P. Morgan 
and his family for their Christmas 
celebration have a brilliantly lighted 
tree in one of the conservatories ot 
their home. The electric !ij;htmg de- 
vice Is said to have been .Mrs. Mor- 
gan's idea. The tree was completely 
laden, some of the gifts being of great 
value. After dinner the servants 
filed into the doorway, where they 
were received by Mr. and Mrs. Mor- 
gan. As their names were called, 
they stepped to the tree where they 
received envelopes containing crisp 
new bills to the amount of one 
month's wages from Mr. Morgan. 
Mrs. Morgan and her daughters alflO 
had a pifl for each of them. 

Boy "Santa" Burned to Death. 
Hamilton, O , Dec. 2»i — F\)rest Gale, 
the 15-year-ol4 son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Benjamin Gale, was burned to death 

in the presence of a crowd of people, 
mostly poor children, while playing 
Santa Claua at the Salvation Army 
ball. The army had arranged a Christ- 
mas tree for the children of the poor, 
and had an elaborately decorated ev- 
ergreen in their hall. Young Gale 
was picking gifts from the tree and 
distributing them. He was dressed in 
cotton rolls, and wore a long beard of 
cotton. While he was dancini; around 
the tree his clothing Ignited from a 
candle. The hre ran into liis cotton 
beard and he inhaled the llames. 



Fist Cut by Antagonist's Teeth. 
New York, Dec. 26.— Anton Ander- 
son is dead In a hospital here as the 
result of a fight in the course of which 

he struck his opponent in the moutb. 
Anderson's knuckles were cut by the 
blow against the teetli and the next 
day his band puffed up and a surgaon 
whom he consulted Informed him he 
was suffering from blood poisoning, 
and. amputation of the hand would ba 
necessary. Anderson would not per- 
mit the amputation to be performed, 
and the poison spread to his arm and 
then to his body. Eventually tho 
hand was taken off. but too lute to 
save the patient's life. 

Funeral of Dr. Temple. 
London, Dec. 26.— The remains of 
Dr. Temple, the archbishop of Canter- 
bury, were removed from the areb- 
lepisoopal palace at Lambeth to Can- 
terbury for Interment there. There 
was no display. The body was taken 
to the railroad station by a simple 
pair of hearse horses, foUowei by two 
carriages containing relathres of the 
deceased. A chorus sang an anthem 
at the station as the coffin was plao- 
•i m hoard the train.
